23rd  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Held  at  the  City  Hall.  Victoria,  B.  C,  on  Friday,  Feb.  28th,  1896, 
taken  from  "Colonist"  of  the  following  day. 


THE  Annual  General  Meeting  of  subscribers  to  the 
British  Columbia  Protestant  Orphans'  Home  was 
heid  yesterday  at  the  City  Hall,  the  attendance  being 
somewhat  limited,  but  including  among  others  the  fol- 
lowing true  and  faithful  friends  of  the  Orphanage  : 
Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Cridge,  Mr.  Charles  Hayward  (in  the 
chair),  Messrs.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt,  James  Hutcheson, 
John  Jessop,  Charles  Kent,  L.  Goodacre,  and  W.  J. 
Dowler,  Mrs.  Kent,  Mrs.  Hay  ward  and  Mrs.  Hutcheson. 
Immediately  on  the  conclusion  of  the  routine  business, 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  President,  Mr.  Hayward,  was 
read  as  follows  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — In  presenting  the  twenty- 
third  annual  report  of  this  institution,  the  committee  of 
management  desire  to  thankfully  acknowledge  the 
liberal  support  given  to  the  home  during  the  year,  and 
the  kindly  manner  in  which  their  special  efforts  for  the 
maintenance  of  destitute  and  orphan  children  have  been 
received.  The  internal  management  of  the  home  by 
the  ladies'  committee,  whose  efforts  have  been  so  faith- 
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fully  supporloi!  I\v  our  oxpoi  ioiivod  ami  oxrollont  uiatron, 
Mas  lioiMi  all  I  hat  ci>uld  \w  dosiroil.  In  Iho  ropoit  nl" 
iStj;  (ho  I'osI  poi  I'apila  was  friven  at  $77. (k>;  in  1.S04 
1  ho  cost  por  oaplta  was  oarolully  osliiuatoil  at  $7i.5«», 
atui  tho  initiinuiin  was  thon  snpposoil  \o  havo  boon 
roaohoil.  This  yoar,  lu>wo\  or,  bv  tho  oxoollont  niana^o- 
moiU  of  tho  hulios  aiul  tho  oxoroiso  of"  tho  ^loalost 
vi^ilanoo  ai^aiiist  any  appri>aoh  \o  oxtra\  aj^aiuo  or 
wasto,  aiul  by  tho  piiivhaso  i>f"  siipplios  oi\  a  oash  basis, 
tho  oi>st  por  capita  has  boon  still  fiirthoi  roihuocl  ti> 
.S(K).(jj,  a  most  oxoollont  slu>winf^  and  ono  whioli  it  is 
thoiii;ht  is  tho  \  ory  lowost  limit  that  o.m  bo  loaohoil. 

Allusion  was  mado  last  yoar  to  tho  imfortunato  U>ss 
sustainod  by  tho  failuro  ofCiroon,  VVorlook  ^:  C'o's  bank, 
by  which  all  our  ciuront  funds  woro  oxhaustoil,  bosidos 
loa\  iui;  liabilities  \o  a  considoral^lo  amount.  Dminj;" 
oui  present  financial  doprossii>n  it  was  doomed  Impoloss 
to  attempt  tho  liquidalion  o(  this  amount  by  voluntary 
contributions,  and  it  was  thorofiMo  arran^-od  to  call  a 
special  moetinij  o{  tho  subscribers,  as  autlu>rizod  by  the 
constitution,  to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  to 
relieve  the  bvu-den.  At  this  meetinj^  it  was  aj^^rood  to 
sell  the  old  orphanai;"e  property  on  Rao  street  and  wipe 
otV  the  debts,  and  failiui;"  in  that,  to  secure  a  further 
sum  ow  mortijai^e  .it  a  rate  not  exceeding;-  7 '3  per  cent, 
interest.  No  approved  ofVer  having  been  received,  a 
mortj^age  of  $2,500  was  arrany^ed  at  the  low  rate  of 
o*j  per  cent. 

As  far  as  known,  all  the  liaii>ilities  of  the  home 
(except  the  combined  mortjjfages  of  $9,30x3)  have  been 
paid  in  full  to  January  31,  1896,  including-  all  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  month,  and  a  balance  of  $750.94 
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cash  now  remains  in  the  treasurer's  liamls  towards 
"arryin^*  on  the  work  of  the  year.  Wo  hope,  however, 
tiM'it  our  friends  will  ni>l  suppose  that  having  $7.S"  •" 
hanil  their  j^enorous  assistance  can  bo  moililioil  or 
relaxed.  It  sluxdd  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  majt>r 
part  i>f  the  yearly  subscriptions  are  rocoivetl  in  December 
.'UkI  January  i>l  each  year,  and  have  only  just  boon 
collected;  that  the  ci>st  t>f  maintenance  j^oos  on  from 
day  to  day;  and  that  if  even  the  present  rate  per  capita 
can  be  continued,  at  least  $^,7<m)  will  be  roipiired  during 
the  year,  without  any  provision  for  unforeseen  contin- 
jrencies. 

At  the  otMnmoncomont  of  the  year  the  success  hith- 
erto attendinj;"  the  division  o\'  the  varied  work  o\'  the 
manaj^ers  induced  them  toprovide  for  a  special  standinj;' 
committee  on  fmance,  and  the  l\>llowinj{^  were  named: 

Mr.  K.  C.  Raker  (Chairman),  Mr.  James  llutchoson, 
Mr.  Noah  Shakespeare  and  the  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  President  f  rx-o//irto.  J  The  result  has  been  more 
satisfactory,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  similar  committee 
will  be  continued  by  our  successors. 

The  Honorary  Treasurer's  fmancial  statement,  which 
will  be  laid  before  you,  recalls  several  pleasin|;(  features. 
The  local  subscriptions  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
the  last  four  years,  while  the  larj^-e  sum  collected  in 
Nanaimo  through  the  kindly  efforts  of  Messrs.  Robins 
and  Potts  is  very  encourag"infc;  we  hope  the  example 
thus  set  will  be  followed  by  similar  support  in  other 
places.  The  home  is  desig'ned  for  British  Columbia 
and  the  needy  and  unfortunate  are  received  within  its 
shelterinij  fold  entirely  without  reg"ard  to  locality. 
Amon^   the    list  of  donations  are   notably  the   united 
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eHorts  ot  several  yoiinj^  laJies  in  raisinjj^  the  sum  of 
$2(^4.75,  a  charity  ball  from  which  $4S(). j^o  was  received 
per  Mrs.  I).  VV.  Mij^tjiiis,  a  j^^arilen  party  of  the  I.aiHes' 
Aiil  of  the  Methodist  ■  Church  at  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
John  Teaj^'-ue,  which  netted  $30,  a  j^arden  party  at  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  C  Vernon,  which  realized  $204,  and 
an  excursion  per  steamer  Joan,  kindly  furnished  t;fratui- 
tously  by  the  Messrs.  Dunsmuir  &  Sons,  which  netted 
$i34.(xi.  Other  welcome  donations  are  thankfully 
acknowledj^^ed  in  the  Hon.  Treasurer's  and  Matron's 
reports.  To  l>r.  CJ.  I..  Milne,  Dr.  John  lAiu^;  and  Dr. 
T.  J.  Jones  for  kindly  rendered  professional  service,  our 
especial  thanks  are  due;  as  also  to  the  Di  ectors  of  the 
Provincial  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  for  receiving-  without 
charge  three  orphan  children  requiring  special  surgical 
treatment. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  home  24  boys  and  29 
girls,  all  of  whom  are  in  excellent  health.  During  the 
year  the  following-  chang-es  have  taken  place  :

It  may  be  noted  that  during  the  last  two  years  there 
have  been  no  bequests  or  leg-acies  to  the  home.  It  is 
suggested  to  those  whose  duty  often  calls  them  to 
make  disposition  of  wealthy  testators'  property  that  the 
orphans  might  then  be  kindly  remembered,  bearing  in 
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mind  that  the  institution  is  supported  entirely  by  volun- 
tary  efforts  and  without  any  state  aid. 

It  has  been  the  faithful  desire  of  those  to  whom  the 
sacred  trust  of  providing'  for  these  orphan  and  destitute 
children  has  been  confided,  while  Ku>kin^-  closely  after 
their  material  comfort  and  welfare,  to  adhere  closely  to 
the  principles  laid  down  at  the  outset  ''that  these  little 
ones  are  to  be  trained  for  usefulness  in  the  present  life, 
and  for  immortal  ^r|ory  in  that  which  is  to  come."  We 
firmly  believe  that  our  humble  efforts  in  this  direction 
have  been  successful  and  have  received  the  blessinjr  of 
Almijrhty  (lod.
